All day yesterday the opposing 


forces struggled bitterly at close 


quarters for possession of the lit­ 


tle village from which the British 


were forced Friday, after gaining 


a footing in the rush th at took 


them through Bourlon.

through the streets of the harri­ 


et and among the houses, their 
crimson bayonets telling the story 
of the terrible conflict being w ag­ 
ed. 


Gradually the Germans fell back 
the British pressing forw ard with 
flnm persistence which the enemy 
could not withstand and the ham ­ 
let was finally cleared of the m a­ 
jor portion of the German troops.
